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University-Alumni Workshop 


The University-Alumni Workshop held on West Campus of Shaw 
University May 27, greatly exceeded the expectations of those who 
planned it, in attendance, enthusiasm, spontaneous participation, its 
value for the alumni, faculty and administration, and in request to 
have it repeated and enlarged. Suggestions were made to have regional 
workshops in various sections of the state and in other areas. Although 
some persons who had seen similar projects fail were apprehensive 
about enough people attending to warrant attempting the workshop on 
the Saturday before Commencement, both alumni from distant cities 
and in and about Raleigh, faculty members who had student grades to 
complete and other duties to perform were present and participated in 
larger numbers than expected. 


A number of graduates were found to have had significant experi- 
ences in their vocational activities and in other relationships which 
could be of definite value to the other graduates, the faculty and the 
administration. It was also true that the faculty and the administra- 
tive officers had resources of a variety of kinds that would be of value 
to the graduates. A closer and mutually helpful relationship resulted 
which it is hoped will increase through the years to the advantage of 
the alumni and the University. 

An up-to-date file of graduates according to the department in which 
they ho’d a major is being developed, together with other significant 


data regarding the graduates. A number of very helpful ideas and 
experiences were exchanged and are being preserved for further use.

Dr. Lord Cecil Rhodes, class of ’41 has established a five-bed dental 
hospital in Norfolk, Virginia, which is said to be the second one in the 
United States. The modern 50 by 32 two-story building is located on the 
North edge of the central downtown redevelopment areas. The hos- 
pital is fully equipped, and will serve all classes alike, according to Dr. 
Rhodes. It represents his ‘dream come true.” 

Dr. Rhodes served as President of the Student Body during his 
senior year at Shaw University. Following his graduation, Rhodes 
studied at the Universities of Iowa and Biarritz (France), Middlesex 
(Waltham, Mass.), and Meharry Medical colleges, the Howard Uni- , 
versity graduate school, department of pharmacology, the University 
of Michigan (physiology, Medical college), the U. S. Department of 
Public Health, Chicago School of Nursing, and Beaumont General 
Hospital in El Paso, Texas. He was graduated from Howard’s school 
of dentistry in 1951. His post-graduate work has been at Harvard, 
Tuft School of Dental Medicine, Boston University School of Medicine, 
Northwestern Dental School, Walter Reed Army Institute of Research, 
New York’s Polyclinic Hospital, the American Academy of Implant 
Dentures and in other short courses.
